THE KAISER'S RELIGION. 


German Emperor Says He Believes 


In "One and Only Gofl."' 


The discussion which 1ms been re- 


cently proceeding ou tue subject of tbe 
Hebrew religion, under tbe heading of 
Babel and Bible,"' has called fortli n 
letter signed by tbe German emperor in 
a Leipsic weekly, in which he defines 
his own positiou. The emperor. :id 
dressiug himself to tbe theories of Pro- 
fessor Delitscli. one of the controver- 
sialists, says that he thinks Delitscli 
made a great mistake ill approaching 
the question of revelations in a polemic 
spirit. The letter lays down the follow- 
ing conclusions arrived at by Emperor 
William. 


'I believe in the one and only God. 


We luay need a form in order to teach 
kis existence, especially for our chil- 
dren. This form has hitherto been tbe 
Old Testament. The present version of 
this will be positively and substantial- 
ly modified under the influence of re- 
scarcli through inscriptions and exca- 
vations. That does not matter. Neither 
does it matter that much of the nimbus 
of the choscu people will thereby disap- 
pear. The kernel of the contents of the 
Old Testament will remain nlwnys the 
same—God and bis work<?. Religion lias 
never been the 'result of science, but 
tbe pouring out of the heart and Inking 
of n:nn from intercourse with God."'

Antwerp In 1003. 


The city of Antwerp. I>!gium. is pre- 


paring to hold a universal exposition of 
printing and the kindred arts in the 
year 190.5 to commemotate the three 
hundredth anniversary of the publica- 
tion of the first newspnpei, says Wil-

For many years this honor has beec 
disputed by England, Germany, France 
and Holland, and until recently it was 
accorded to England upon evidence 
furnished by the British museum in 
the form of a paper called the English 
Mercury, which was published by 
Lord Ilardvncke in ir>SS, but it was 
discovered that the Mercury was noth- 
ing more than a political pamphlet 
which appeared irregularly for the 
purpose of giving liis lordship a chance 
to ventilate his VHHVS on public ques-

Ten years later the first 
German newspaper appeared at Frank- 
fort-on-thc-Maln. Tlie first paper in | 
the Dutch language appeared in Ifil", 
the first paper in the English language 
in 1G1!2 and the first in the French lan- 
guage in 1631.

Soap Dnrk. 


Women who are in Die Jinblt of using 


8o;ip li.-irk as a cleanser may be inter- 
ested to learn a little something about 
it. The Kiunll, thin lilts that are pro- 
cured at the npolbi'cary's uiv the inner 
layers of the bark of the qtiilla j:i 
Hiijiornarla. a middle nixed tree found 
ill Chile. In Chile it is commonly used 
as si soap and lias been for many years. 
No doubt it was in u^f by the native 
Indians 
when 
Magellan 
discovered 


them in their country ahout ."00 years 
since. Quilla ja comes from a Chilean 
word which means wash. 


The bark of the tree contains sapo- 


niain, an alkali compound which makes 
it useful as a soap. In preparing the 
soap bark one ounce of the bark shd^id 
be allowed to simmer in two quarts'of 
water until the two quarts have been 
reduced to one quart. It is then ready 
to use and can be bottled. Colored 
goods are cleaned by placing on a board 
and rubbing the soiled parts with a 
cloth wet in the soap bark infusion. 


The cloth should be the same ma- 


terial as the garment that is to be 
cleaned. There must be no rinsing. If 
possible, the wrinkles should be ironed 
out with the hand. If black goods are 
to be cleaned, a lablespoonful of am- 
monia should be added to a pint cf the 
cleaning fluid.—Ilccord-Hcrald. 


Tarpet Dansrern. 


A carpeted room in a tenement house 


showed seventy-five germs settled on 
a three iiK-h saucer in five minutes. 
After sweeping there were 2,700. A 
thick carpet paper or padding adds 
very much to the life of the carpet and 
gives a spring and soft tread in walk- 
ing, 
but it rather adds to the possibili- 


ties of housing microbes. William Mor- 
ris said the use of a carpet was excusa- 
ble only when the floor was in bad con- 
dition. Yet even that Is hardly suffi- 
cient reason, for a new floor can be 
laid over the old one. But if one must 
have carpets let them be tacked down 
at intervals of not less than six inches 
and with long tacks driven in only a 
short distance. Or, better still, have 
the carpets fitted with brass eyes, to 
drop over nails set permanently in the 
floor. Then, with some moving of fur- 
niture, the carpet can be cleaned fre- 
quently in the open air. Better yet, 
have the carpet fill only the central 
part of the room, showing the bare 
floor for, 
say. one and a half feet near 


the walls. Tin's means less furniture 
to.move ,it cleaning time and therefore 
more frequent cleanings.—-Good House- 
keeping.
